With the members of the senate sing­ 
ing, "God Be With You Till We Meet 
Again,” and the house chanting, "It’s 
a Long Way to Tipperary,” the Forty- 
eighth general assembly passed into 
history *at 3:15 o’clock Sunday after­ 
noon. 
The house completed its work 
at 3 o’clock. 
The 
legislature 
had 
been in continuous session since Sat­ 
urday morning. 
%The hour of sine die adjournment 
was set for 6 o’clock Saturday night, 
but because of pending appropriations 
measures and the convict 
labor 
bill 
the clocks of the two bodies were stop­ 
ped and the session extended by mu­ 
tual consent to obviate the necessity 
of having an extra session. 
In the dying hours of the session 
the state senate boosted the appropri­ 
ations from the revenues direct from 
$14,129,230, to 
$15,415,361, 
and 
the 
house had to accede. 
All dry bills, the railroad rate bill, 
the bill providing for woman’s suf­ 
frage through a constitutional amend­ 
ment together with numerous other 
bills died with the adjournment. 
Friends of the proposed dry legis­ 
lation, the railroad rate and the suf­ 
frage bills had 
hoped 
that 
these 
measures would be brought up before 
final adjournment under a suspension 
of rules. 
On a motion 
of 
Senator 
Casey, however, all house bills were 
postponed indefinitely. 
The appropriations made by the leg­ 
islature broke all 
records 
for 
Mis­ 
souri, exceeding the estimated income 
by $3,915,361. Of this 
$845,000 
from 
the 
revenues constitutes 
an 
emergency appropriation for the main­ 
tenance of 
the 
state 
penitentiary 
should the earnings for any reason 
fail. Another appropriation of $15,000 
is to replace or repair any state build­ 
ing destroyed by fire} 
The total appropriations 
from all 
funds was $18,825,685. 
The new administration building for 
the state fair at Sedalia, to cost $30,- 
000, was cut out. 
In place of it was 
inserted an item of $3,000 to built! a 
subway under th e -race track.

Scott, unaim ed and ac­ 
companied only by an orderly and two 
Navajo scouts, had started off on a 
smoke-covered mountain trail for the 
distant hiding place of the Piutes.

member of the posse and two Indians 
were ‘killed in the battle.

MOLDY FEED BAD FOR HENS 
J A KAMN p r e s . 
S. KAHN s e c . s t r e a s 
Outfitters fo r Men and Women 
Cause of Many Deaths Among Poultry, 
Particularly Among Young Chicks, 
Can Be Prevented. 
It Was Done to Prevent Violation of 
American Neutrality Rule. 


Don’t give poultry moldy feed. 
It 
causes aspergillosis and chickens af­ 
flicted with this are “lungers.” 
"Moldy feed and moldy litter in 
poultry houses are the cause of many 
deaths among poultry, and particularly 
among your chicks,” says J. B. Hayes 
of the poultry department of the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin. 
These molds 
taken into the body of the fowl cause 
a disease known as aspergillosis which 
is as fatal as the name sounds. Among 
poultry men, the chicks affected with 
this trouble are commonly spoken of 
as “lungers.” 
The chick stands around in a drowsy 
m anner and shows 
little desire to 
eat. The wings hang down, the breath j 
is rapid, and white diarrhea is pres­ 
ent. 
Indeed, the disease 
is 
m a n y ; 
times mistaken for white diarrhea. ! 
Older birds, when attacked, are inac- j 
tive and sleepy. If forced t6 run. they ! 
will fall from exhaustion. The breath- j 
ing is rapid, the appetite is diminished 
and more or less catarrh is present. 
An affected chick will be found to 
have soft yellow grow ths from the size 
of a pinhead to that of a pea, mainly 
in the lungs but sometimes in the in­ 
testines and mesentery. These growths 
clog the air passages ct the lungs and 
so cause the death of the birds. 
In 
mature fowls there are two forms of 
the disease. 
The membranes lining 
the air sacs and tubes may be covered 
with a membranous formation which 
is soft and yellowish and has an of­ 
fensive odor. 
Or there may be white 
or yellowish nodules imbedded in the 
tissues of the lungs. 
In either case 
the disease is incurable. 
But since it is caused by moldy feed 
or moldy litter it can be entirely pre­ 
vented by cleaning up 
the 
p o u ltry 
house 
once in a while &nd keeping 
moldy 
feed and litter away from the I 
flock. 
This is only one of tne many J 
poultry troubles that can be avoided j 
by clean feed and clean pens and j 
yards.

AU three were found dead 
in

with their heads crushed. 
Communities in Missouri, 
Illinois, 
Iow’a, Colorado and Kansas have been 
terrorized since the first ax 
murder 
committed in September, 1911, in Col­ 
orado Springs, Colo., when 
six 
per­ 
sons were slain. 
In nearly every instance the m ur­ 
derer killed an entire 
family. 
Many 
suspected persons have been arrested, 
but invariably the police were forced 
to release them for lack of evidence. 
In the house at 
Monmouth 
w’here 
the Dawson family lived, the police 
found an electric flashlight, on which 
were scratched the words “Colorado 
Springs” and “Lovey.” This was prac­ 
tically the only tangible bit of evi­ 
dence ever found by the authorities. 
The blood-smeared axes with which 
the crimes W’ere committed were left 
behind in most cases, but investiga­ 
tion proved as a rule that the wea­ 
pons had been the property

One condi­ 
tion must be the restoration to Bel­ 
gium of repossession of her national 
rights. 
“We wish the nations of Europe to 
be free to 
live 
their 
independent 
lives, working out their own form of 
government and national development 
in full freedom. 
“The German idea is that the Ger­ 
mans are a superior people, to whom 
all things are 
lawful, 
and 
against 
whom resistance is unlawful. That 
they must establish domination and 
that all must be subserviant to Ger­ 
many. 
“Alter this war we and the other 
nations of Europe must be free to 
live without interference with the su­ 
perior war lord, without the clang of 
armour and the 
sword 
continually 
rattled in the scabbard, Heaven con­ 
tinually invoked, and without our 
policy being dictated by the military 
domination of Prussia. We claim for 
ourselves and with our allies that we 
will secure that right to live and pur­ 
sue our national existence, not in the 
shadow of Prussian supremacy, but 
in the light of liberty/*

The letters asking bids on the ten­ 
tative construction work were mailed 
on Mardi I, C. N. Whitehead, vice 
president of the road, declared Satur­ 
day night, but no contracts have been 
closed. 
Tile contracts may be closed in HO 
dajs, he said, if the officials of the 
road determine in that time that the 
work can be financed. 
A great deal 
depends upon the situation in the 
money market in the next month, he 
said. 
lf the roads in the middle westi had 
received an advance in their rates 
such as the eastern lines 
obtained, 
Whitehead said he 
thought 
there 
would be no doubt as to the advisabil­ 
ity of the purchase of the equipment 
needed. 
Had the H-cent advance in 
passenger rates 
been granted 
the 
roads would have received an increas­ 
ed net income with which to finance 
extensions. 
However, he declared the offcials 
have had in mind the $2,000,000 pur­ 
chase of rolling stock for some time, 
and they expect to do much to finance 
it. 
The inquiries state that he road has 
in mind the construction of 30 freight 
engines of the Mikado type, five pas­ 
senger engines of the Pacific type, 15 
steel passenger coaches and 1,000 coal 
carr. 
'n' 
v 
Tb<^ freight engines ara needed for 
use over the entire system. They cost 
approximately $25,000 each; The pas­ 
senger engines wanted cost approxi­ 
mately $23,000. They are very heavy 
and capable of hauling heavy passen­ 
ger trains at high speed. 
The engines usually are construct­ 
ed in eastern shops, and Whitehead 
said tho cars usually are constuctcd 
in the middle west. Many replies to 
the inquiries already have been re­ 
ceived bv the railroad officials.
